Ight cruſtie and wel-beloved Coufines, and Counſellers , We greet you well. Although We have 
already written Our minde to You Our Counſel! : yet upon our ſecond thoughts, ariſing eſpecially 
from ſame bad rumors, coming to Our knowledge, We finde it neceſlarie, both for Our ſelfe , and 


for the good of that Our kingdome, to declare, and make known both Our diſpoſition and de- 
fires more fully, 

Wee know and feele the charge co be great, and the place to bee high, wherein God 
(the King of kings ) hath placed Us, and that We muſt render an accompt of all Our actions 
to him, whoin his own time ſhall judge all men without exception of perſons. Wee have

herewith God hath veſted Us. and which by. his Providence hath been gderived to Us, by many Princely progenitors: in the 
' Which glorie that our ancient Kingdome , and native realme of Scotland doth participate. | | 

_ . We did not require of you , that you ſhould ſit as Judges upon the affairs of another Kingdome. Wee only intended to 
have both Our ſifferings and Our a&tions, (as they are expreſt in many papers paſt betwixt Us and Our Parliament) made 
throughly known unto you: that fince We have none beſides you whom we can acquaint with Our proceedings , you may clearly 
| ſee that We have been ſo far from wronging Our Parliament of England, that We have given them all ſatisfaction , even above 
that which they themſelves in the beginning did exprefſe , or almoſt deſire: and as much as could well conſiſt with the ſafery 
of Our perſon and honour. We will not put you in minde of your naturall affe&ion toward Us, which We know will rather - 
| be kindled then extinguiſhed by Our diſtreſle : Nor of your Covenant, wherein you are zealous of Our grcatneſſe and Authority, 
and which ſtandeth in that ſenſe wherein you did ſwear and ſubſcribe it: Nor of the many good lawes made in Our late 
Parliament ( of which We hope the preſent and ſucceeding generations ſhall reap the fruirs when We are dead and gone ) Nor 
of the many promiſes made to Us, upon which We were willing to yeld ro ſuch things for ſerling the government of that Our 
Kingdome , in Our perſonall abſence , which neither could We have onnted , nor would you have craved (as your ſelves did 
profeſle ) had Our greater affaires permitted Our reſidence amoneſt you. And whereas We are moſt unjuſtly blamed and calumniated. 
1. That We are popiſhly affected. 2. That We are the cauſe of the bloud-ſhed in Ireland. 3. That Wee intend to bring in for- 
raine forces: Wee heer do proteſt and declare in preſence of him who knowes the moſt fecret of Our intentions and actions, 
that We are no wayes conſcious to Our ſelfe of the guiltineſſe of any of the ſaids aſperſions : And do take him to witneſle Our inno- 
cency therein , who only hath the-priviledge to be the ſearcher of heats . And if any after ſo full and plaine profeſſion ſhall 
-diſtruſt this Our free declaration : We atteſt God, that the fault is 1n the malignity of their rebellious humours, and no wayes
